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We present the following address delivered at 
the anniversary of the noble society abovemen- 
tioned, both on account of its general excellence 
and its special adaptation to the present times. 

My lord, the resolution which I have to submit 
to the meeting is: 

That this meeting gratefully acknowledges the 
goodness of God in still further enlarging the re- 
sources and extending the operations of this so- 
ciety; and whilst rejoicing in the efficacy of the 
inspired Word for the accomplishment, through 
the Spirit’s teaching, of all God’s purposes of 
grace in the soul, desires to circulate it still more 
widely in every land, until the earth shall be full 
of the knowledge of the Lord, as the waters cover 
the sea. 

You will observe, my lord, that this resolution 
refers to the efficacy of the inspired Word; it re- 
__asserts the inspiration of the Bible and its suffi- 
ciency to accomplish by the Spirit’s teaching all 
-God’s purposes of grace in the soul, and on that 
ground to circulate it throughout the world. I 
will endeavour, my lord, to keep as closely as pos- 
sible to my text. The society that seeks to circu- 
late the Bible throughout the whole world used to 
be assailed by ridicule and profanity. That day 
is over, and criticism, apparently devout, and 
sometimes really so, seems to some minds far more 
seriously than irreverent infidelity ever did to as- 
gail the foundations of our faith, and there a: 


many minds painfully agitated by such questions | 
as these—Is the inspiration of the Bible of a dif- | 
ferent kind as well as superior in degree to the 
inspiration attributed to men of genius, of litera- | 


ture, of science, of philosophy? Is the Book divine, 
and therefore inevitably true or human, and there- 
fore to be judged as we judge other human books, 


our judgment? I think an easy mode of settling 
the authority of the Holy Scriptures may be found 


ting just so much of it as addresses itself to | 


from accepting the authority of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, Whether there is a Bible or no Bible, we 
have a Christ who died for us and rose again. 
There is a Christian church, whether there is a 
Bible or not, and that leads us back eighteen 
centuries—back to the death and resurrection of 
our Lord and Saviour. The New Testament con- 
tains the record by his immediate friends and fol- 
lowers, of our Lord’s actions and teachings, and 
if I accept the New Testament, I accept the au- 
thority of Christ. But it is against the Old Test- 
ament that the attacks are chiefly directed. How 
men would value it if we could ask our Lord how 
we are to regard the Old Testament in the light of 
the present controversy! That is impossible; but 
we may gain the result, for the Old Testament was 
widely circulated in his time, not only in the He- 
brew version but in the Greek version. Our ca- 
nonical books were the canonical books then. If 
our Lord, practically used the Old Testament as a 
Divine book, then, although I might be unable to 
bring forward my logical definition of inspiration, 
and to answer the objections in connexion with 
dates and figures, it would be sufficient for me to 
reply, from what is written, that the Lord Jesus 
Christ must have foreseen this controversy. Fre- 
quently He read the Book, He loved the Book, He 
quoted the Book as divine, and therefore I will 
love the Book, I will uphold the Book, and Christ’s 
Bible shall be my Bible. Let us. then come to 
the investigation, and I will endeavour to be as 


‘brief as I can, consistently with my argument. 
We may learn how Christ treated the Bible in his 


youth from the manner in which He refers to it 
in his maturer years. At the commencement of 


his ministry, He went into the wilderness to be 
tempted by the devil, and in that conflict between 


the great enemy of man and man’s great Cham- 
pion, the sword of the Spirit, with which our 
Lord conquered, was the Word of God, Quoting 
from the book of Deuteronomy—one of the books 
of that Moses whose authority is now so much dis- 
puted—when the tempter said, “Command that 
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these stones be made bread,” our Lord said, “It is 
written, Man shall not live by bread alone, but by 
every word that proceedeth out of the mouth of 
God.” When the tempter said, “If thou be the 
Son of God, cast thyself down,” Jesus answered, 
“Tt is written again, Thou shalt not tempt the 
Lord thy God.” When the tempter said, “All 
these things will I give thee, if thou wilt fall down 
and worship me,” Jesus said, “Get thee hence, 
Satan: for it is written, Thou shalt worship the 
Lord thy God, and him only shalt thou serve.” 
When our Lord commences his teaching, He goes 
into the synagogue, and there was delivered unto 
Him the book of the prophet Esaias, and He quot- 
ed his favourite passage, “The Spirit of the Lord 
is upon me, because He hath anointed me to preach 
the Gospel.” And then He said, “This day is this 
Scripture fulfilled in your ears.” He began his 
ministry by an appeal to the Old Testament. At 
the beginning of his sermon on the mount He 
says, “Think not that I am come to destroy the 
law,”—by “the law”-meaning the five books of 
Moses—“I am not come to destroy, but to fulfil.” 
Let it not be supposed that I come to set aside 
the authority of Moses and the Old Testament. 
Not a jot. When they questioned Him about 
divorce, He said, ‘‘ What did Moses command you? 
He wrote you this precept: from the beginning of 
the creation God made them male and female. 
For this cause shall a man leave his father and 
mother, and cleave to his wife.” He quoted from 
the third chapter of Genesis, and did not seem to 
think it a poem, and not a fact. “What good 
thing shall I do to inherit eternal life?” inquired 
one. The reply was, “Keep the commandments;” 
‘and He quoted from the book of Exodus, imply- 
ing that obedience to the commandments would 
secure eternal life. When speaking of the resur- 
rection, He said, “Ye do err, not knowing the 
Scriptures, nor the power of God. Have ye not 
read that which was spoken unto you by God, 
saying, I am the God of Abraham, and the God of 
Isaac, and the God of Jacob?” Again quoting 
from Exodus, when asked “Which is the great 
commandment of the law?” Jesus said, “Thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God with all thy heart, 
and with all thy soul, and with all thy mind. 
This is the first and great commandment. And 
the second is like unto it, Thou shalt love thy 
neighbour as thyself,” quoting from Leviticus. 
Then again, “As Moses lifted up the serpent in 
the wilderness,” referring to the Book of Numbers. 
Speaking of John Baptist, “Behold, I send my 
messenger before thy face,” He quotes from Mala- 
chi, When his disciples were found fault with for 
plucking the ears of corn on the sabbath day, He 
said, “Have you not read what David did, when 
he was a hungered, and they that were with him?” 
quoting from the book of Samuel. When asked, 
“Why do thy disciples transgress the tradition of 
the elders? for they wash not their hands when 
they eat bread,” He answered, “Why do ye also 
transgress the commandment of God by your tra- 
dition? for God commanded, saying, Honour thy 
father and mother; and he that curseth father or 
mother, let him die the death,” quoting from 
Deuteronomy and Proverbs. He there quoted the 
Bible against Jewish tradition, old tradition, be- 
lieved tradition. One verse of God’s Bible is worth 
a wagon-load of tradition, Then our Lord said, 


“Ye hypocrites, well did Esaias prophesy of you, 
saying, This people draweth nigh unto me with 
their lips, but their heart is far from me,” quoting 
from Isaiah. Then with respect to buying and 
selling, He said, “It is written, My house shall be 
called the house of prayer,” quoting from Isaiah, 
To the Jews He said, “It is written, The stone 
which the builders rejected, the same is become 
the head of the corner,” quoting from the Psalms. 
When He was found fault with for allowing chil- 
dren to sing Hosannah to the Son of David, He 
said, “Have ye never read, Out of the mouths of 
babes and sucklings thou hast perfected praise ?” 
quoting from the Psalms. When the disciples 
were asked why their Master ate with publicans 
and sinners, our Lord quoted a text from Hosea, 
“Go ye and learn what that meaneth, I will have 
mercy, and not sacrifice.” When He alluded to 
the manna in the wilderness, He quoted from Num- 
bers; and, in other passages, He referred to the 
books of Kings and Jonah, and that now disputed 
authority, Daniel. In that most emphatic parable 
of the rich man and Lazarus, where the rich man 
is represented in torment, he cries out, “ Father 
Abraham, have mercy upon me, and send Lazarus, 
that he may dip the tip of his finger in water, 
and cool my tongue; and I pray thee that thou 
wouldest send him to my father’s house; for I have 
five brethren: that he may testify unto them, lest 
they also come into this place of torment. Abra- 
ham saith unto him, They haye Moses and the 
prophets; let them hear them. And he said, Nay, 
father Abraham; but if one went unto them from 
the dead, they will repent. And he said unto 
him, If they hear not Moses and the prophets, 
neither will they be persuaded, though one rose 
from the dead.” The written authority of the Old 
Testament was regarded as a higher authority 
than the testimony of any one from the tomb. 
And then to the Jews He said, ‘‘Had ye believed 
in Moses, ye would have believed in me. But if ye 
believe not his writings, how shall ye believe my 
words?”—showing that there is a sense in which 
the written Word is superior to the living voice. 
Then there is our Lord’s exhortation, “Search the 
Scriptures; for in them ye think ye have eternal 
life: and they are they which testify of me.” And 
then, coming to the end, speaking of the desertion 
of his disciples, He says, “It is written, I will smite 
the Shepherd, and the sheep of the flock shall be 
scattered abroad;” quoting from Zechariah. Just 
before his passion, in the last act of worship in 


which He engaged with his disciples, He chanted - 


the 118th, 116th, 117th, and 118th Psalms. When 
betrayed, his holy, perfect human.nature was 
rightly indignant, and He said, “Are ye come out 
as against a thief with swords and staves to take 
me? I sat daily with you teaching in the tem- 
ple, and ye laid no hold on me. But all this was 
done that the Scriptures of the prophets might be 
fulfilled.” When Peter drew his sword, Jesus told 
him to-put it up again, saying, “Thinkest thou 
that I cannot now pray to my Father, and he shall 
presently give me more than twelve legions of an- 
gels? But how then shall the Scriptures be ful- 
filled, that thus it must be?” When dying on the 
cross, his last words were quoted from the Bible, 
“My God, my God, why hast thou forsaken me 2” 
Up to the last mcment He treated the Bible as a 
Divine authority. And what did He do with ref- 
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erence to the Bible on his return? “Beginning at 
Moses and all the prophets, He expounded unto 
them in all the Scriptures the things concerning 
himself.” It is a marvellous thing that the risen 
Lord instead of dwelling on his resurrection as a 
proof of his Messiahship should turn to the written 
document to prove his mission. And when He 
met his disciples all together, He took a piece of 
broiled fish and honeycomb, and He said, “These 
are the words which I spake unto you while I was 
yet with you, that all things must be fulfilled 
which were written in the law of Moses, and in 
the prophets, and in the psalms, concerning me. 
Then opened He their understanding, that they 
might understand the Scriptures.” So that our 
Lord referred to the Bible as a whole—to the Bible 
in its grand diyisions, to the Bible in its separate 
books. Considering the small narrative we have, 
Wwe may suppose that our Lord’s references were 
much greater. But here we haye distinct refer- 
ences to Genesis, Exodus, Numbers, Leviticus, 
Deuteronomy, Samuel, the ist Kings, the 2d Kings, 
the Psalms, the Proverbs, Isaiah, Jeremiah, Ezekiel, 
Daniel, Hosea, Micah, Joel, Zechariah, and Mala- 
chi. Our Lord Jesus Christ, to whom I look as 
the supreme authority in All religious matters— 
the Divine Saviour—God manifest in the flesh— 
used the Bible as we urge all the world to use the 
Bible. He read it in private, storing it in his mem- 
ory, used it in his devotions, went to it for com- 
fort in his sorrows, for strength under temptation, 
and died with its words upon his lips. As a 
teacher, He referred to it at the beginning of his 
ministry, throughout his ministry, up to the close 
of his ministry, after his resurrection. He referred 
to it as a book peculiar, a book paramount, a book 
Divine. Yes, our risen Lord referred to it. He 
who is now at the right hand of the Father re- 
ferred to it. I think without irreverence I may say 
that our Bible has been in the hands, and our 
Bible has been expounded by the lips, of the glori- 
fied body of Jesus now on the throne in the heay- 
enly world. And therefore may I not be encour- 
aged to read it, and trust to it as thé guide of my 
life, for strength in my perils, for comfort in my 
sorrows? If good enough for the Master, is it not 
good enough for the servant? Shall we not say, 
in the words of the, children’s hymn, “We'll not 
give up the Bible?” This society, according to 
the words of the resolution, means to spread it 
more and more widely and with every increasing 
confidence in its Divine authority and capability 
to effect all that God has purposed through it. 
Let us read it daily—let us read it in private—let us 
store it up that we may not sin against it—let us 
read it daily in our households—let us honour it 
in our churches—let us test all our doctrines by 
the Bible—Christ’s Bible. Let us bring all our 
controversies to Christ’s Bible as the ultimate 
court of all ecclesiastical appeal. While we value 
the writings of all good men of all ages, we will 
test all we have to say by the authority of Christ's 
Bible. To the law and to the testimony. We 
love the Bible. We love it for what it is in itself. 
We love it for its association with the Lord Jesus 
Christ. How many things we prize because of 
their association! Why I value even a bit of fur- 
niture connected with the memory of those I love. 
The desk at which he wrote—the chair on which 
he sat—the book associated with our friend’s

mind, his favourite authority and his marked pas-— 
sages—the Bible of our friend, associated with the 
high exercises of his soul. How I love my own 
dear father’s old Bible! I see his marks in the 
margin, I see the traces of his tears, of his joys, of 
his sorrows, of his holy communion with the God 
he loves. I love it; for it is his Bible. And shall 
I not love it because it is my Christ’s Bible—the 
Bible my Saviour loved? There are his marks 
upon it, the traces of his fingers, the marks of his 
tears, the echoes of his sighs, and his songs, and his 
prayers. And therefore whatever difficulty assails 
me and whatever question perplexes me, and what- 
ever enemy of truth comes to unsettle my faith, I 
am ready to say, If my Lord read the Bible VU 
read it—if He loved it, Pll love it—if He taught it, 
Pll teach it—if He found comfort from it, Pll find 
comfort from it—if He upheld the Divine authori- 
ty of it, Pll uphold the Divine authority of it. 
When the enemies of my faith come, I will say, 
This testimony have I taken as a heritage for ever, 
and strong men in Israel, and greyheaded Chris- 
tians, shall mingle their deeper tones with the sil- 
ver treble of infant disciples, and shall sing 
“Holy Bible! Book Divine ! 

Precious treasure! thou art mine— 

Mine to show a Saviour’s love, 

Mine to chide me when I rove, 

Mine to comfort in distress, 

If the Holy Spirit bless: 

Mine to show my living faith, 

Mine to triumph over death, 

Mine to tell of joys to come, 

Mine to guide to heaven, my home: 

Holy Bible! Book Divine! 

Precious treasure! thou art mine.”

THE BIBLE IN GREECE, 


PRESENTATION OF THE BIBLE TO THE KING. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, May 13th, 1865. 

DeEaR Sir :—I have just returned from my visit 
to Athens, and hasten to report concerning it. I 
reached that city on the 28th of April, and was 
warmly welcomed by Dr. Hill, Dr. Kolopothokes, 
and other friends. As one object of my visit was 
to present the Bible (sent from the Bible House a 
few months since) to the king of Greece, I was not 
a little disappointed to find on arrival that the 
king had just left for a tour in Continental Greece, 
Learning however from the programme of the 
journey (which had been announced) that in all 
probability his majesty, would return on the 8th of 
May, and that it would perhaps be possible to ob- 
tain an audience at the palace on the 10th, I con- 
cluded to remain a week longer at Athens than I 
proposed to do at the time I left my home, I was 
the more ready to adopt this course because I 
wished to counsel with Dr. Kolopothokes and Rev. 
Mr, Constantine in regard to the Bible work in 
Greece, and if possible form some plan for future 
labours, As the result, I trust that there will not 
only be a better understanding of what should be 
attempted in the way of colportage, but how the 
funds to be expended should be obtained. I also 
engaged a colporteur for a trial of colportage in 
Continental Greece, and authorized the employ- 
ment of two others for a season among the “Isles,” 
should the persons spoken of for the work prove 
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after more examination proper persons for it. The 
one employed is a member of the Evangelical 
Church in Smyrna, whom I have known more or 
less for four years. He is evidently a man of prayer, 
and has a great desire to do good to his country- 
men. Hehas been studying considerably for sever- 
al years, hoping to fit himself to preach the Gospel. 
I shall not be disappointed if his sales are small. 
This we must expect to be the case in some if not 
the majority of the towns he will be likely to visit. 
We could give away large numbers. To sell the 
books will require patience and tact and perseve- 
rance, in view of the fact that so many were for- 
merly given away. You will be interested to know 
that about 10,000 copies of the Bible, and portions, 
have been sold in Greece and the Islands during 
the last five years. Some of these have been sold 
at quite a low figure, but nevertheless sold, and we 
may hope for greater things in the future, even in 
that hard land. The history of one of the other 
men who may engage in this work is interesting, 
and I will give it in brief He is a Greek, a native 
of Cyprus, and has been a great wanderer, seeking 
peace of conscience. It seems that in early youth 
he read the books of his church, hoping to find in 
them teachings, by observing which, he could be 
sure of salvation. Unsuccessful, he several times 
visited the monastery at Mt. Athos, proposing to 
become a monk, but for some reason failed to do 
so. Subsequently he visited Jerusalem. Earnest 
to make sure his salvation, he prostrated himself 
before all the shrines of the holy places. He con- 
scientiously observed the teachings of his church, 
and practised the rites enjoined at Bethlehem, on 
Olivet, and in the church of the Holy Sepulchre. 
He went down to the Jordan also, and bathed in 
its waters, but peace came not. At the tribunal of 
his conscience he was still an unpardoned sinner. 
Hungering after a righteousness which he himself 
had not, he consulted with various individuals as 
to what he should do. At last he found a mission- 
ary at Jerusalem, from whom he received certain 
tracts published by Dr. King at Athens. These 
tracts he studied with great interest, and was led 
by them to seek the Bible, which he has studied 
with interest ever since. Soon after coming into 
the possession of a Bible, he visited Smyrna, and 
thence went to Athens, seeking Dr, King; but the 
veteran missionary was absent on a visit to his 
native land. Not finding Dr. King, he sought Dr. 
Kolopothakes and Mr, Constantine, who have 
found great pleasure in leading him beside the 
still waters and into the green pastures. He is a 
confectioner by trade, and so soon as the truth be- 
gan to work in his heart, he relinquished that 
business, because required to keep his shop open on 
the Sabbath, After remaining without employment 
for a time, he began the manufacture of small 
articles of tin-ware. He has a little property, Re- 
cently he expressed a very earnest wish to have 
his will legally made out, bequeathing his all to 
the work of spreading the Bible among those who 
have it not. We hope and pray that the work so 
recently begun in his heart may be perfected by 
the Spirit who leads into alltruth. I noticed this 
man at the Sabbath morning Bible class, at the 
house of Dr. Kolopothakes, and his earnest interest 
in the mae spoken impressed me deeply. If he 
consents to serve as a colporteur, I am sure that he 
will do well. eeataalletersie 
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I have spoken of the Bible class of Dr. Kolo- 
pothakes. I ought to say that at this service and 
also at similar services by Rev. Mr. Constantine, 
there are from fifteen to twenty present, Sabbath 
by Sabbath. Two years ago only a very few at- 
tended similar services. Mrs. Constantine’s little 
Sabbath school for children, with its eighteen 
pupils learning to sing the children’s Sunday school 
songs, and repeat passages of Scripture, interested 
me much. Let us not forget Greece, but pray for 
great things, and expect our prayers to be answered. 

But I must return from this episode, and give 
you the sequel of my efforts to see the king. On 
Monday, the 8th of May, he returned to Athens, 
arriving just before sunset. His entrance into the 
city was known by few, as he came without parade, 
On Tuesday morning I went to the palace to see 
what could be done about obtaining an audience, 
and learned that there were many difficulties in 
the way of securing it as early as the 10th, though 
it was thought by the gentleman on whom I called 
with Dr. Kolopothakes, that if the king were in- 
formed of the circumstances, an audience would be 
granted the next day. Rey. Dr. Hill very kindly 
offered to accompany and introduce me to Count 
Sponnech, who received us very cordially, and as- 
sured us that although the king was very weary 
from a nineteen days’ gallop through the country, 
and had many letters and much business to attend 
to, arrangements would be made for the interview. 
After expressing great sympathy for us and our 
nation in the “ dark sorrow” that had come upon 
us in the cruel death of President Lincoln, the 
count inquired of me if I proposed to make an 
address to the king on presenting the Bible. I 
replied that I intended to say a few words. He 
then requested me to furnish him with a copy that 
afternoon, that he might read it to his majesty. 

In the evening a letter was received from the 
count saying that the king would receive me the 
next day, at eleven A.M. His excellency then 
suggested that the king was very averse to formal 
presentations, and would be much more pleased if 
I would come alone, and present the Bible with a 
few informal remarks, especially as the king had 
the written address in his hands, I followed the 
suggestion of his excellency, and had a very pleas- 
ant interview with his majesty at the time ap- 
pointed. After the presentation of the Bible, he 
replied : “Tt is very kind; and I thank you and the 
Society for this beautiful Book. I hope that you 
have success in your work.” He then asked sever- 
al questions in regard to our work, and referred 
to the sad death of our president, and the gloom 
it had cast upon our nation, The interview was 
quite informal, and all the pleasanter for being so. 

Tenclose a copy of the address left with his 
majesty, and also a copy of the inscription on the 
fly-leaf of the Bible, 

I trust that no harm and much good will come 
of this gift of the Society. I presented only the 
English Bible; the German remains in my hands.

Bible Society: 
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To His Majesty George I, King of the Hellenes. 
May it please your Majesty : 

The Managers of the American Bible Society 
have desired me in their behalf to present to your 
majesty this copy of the sacred Scriptures. They 
request its acceptance as an expression of their 
good will and interest in your majesty’s person and 
kingdom. : 

Believing that the Bible is adapted to all times, 
to all lands, to all classes of men, and that wherever 
its truths are known and its precepts obeyed, pros- 
perity will be the portion of the individual and 
nation, they spare no efforts to spread this holy 
Book and rejoice in every success which attends 
its distribution in all parts of the world. 

Your majesty is well aware that the whole 
American people have manifested a deep interest in 
Greece from the date of its independence until now ; 
contributing freely for its relief in the day of dis- 
tress, and noting with great satisfaction every sign 
of its progress in commercial enterprise, education, 
and Christian virtue. 

With especial interest have they observed the 
establishment of common schools, and higher in- 
stitutions of learning, and the introduction of the 
Word of God as a text-book in so many of them. 
They have also rejoiced that many thousand copies 
of the New Testament and other portions of the 
sacred Scriptures, in the ancient and modern lan- 
guages, have come into the possession of the people 
im every part of the land. They have hailed the 
accession of your majesty to the throne of Greece 
as an auspicious omen for the still greater pros- 
perity of this goodly country in these respects in 
the future. The friends of the Bible Society recall 
with special pleasure the labours of your majesty’s 
noble ancestors, Frederick IV. and Christian VL, 
in extending among their own people and in 
foreign lands the influence of God’s Word. With 
confidence therefore do they look to your majesty 
for hearty co-operation in the efforts of those who 
would promote its circulation in this land, assured 
that that country will be the most happy country, 


and that people the most prosperous people, where | 


the teachings of this blessed Book are most widely 
known and most diligently observed. 

For your majesty’s prosperity, and for the pros- 
perity of the kingdom of Greece, the friends of the 
Bible in America will ever fervently pray.

ARGENTINE CONFEDERATION.—The work in this 
field is still advancing. Mr. Milne writes us that 
by the kindness of a gentleman, a merchant, who 
warmly sympathizes with the Bible, he had ob- 
tained special permission from the Administrator 
of Patents to sell his books without buying licenses, 
which would have cost $116 in gold each. Mr. 
Milne and Mr. Schmidt were both working under 
this arrangement. Some attempts had been made 
to interrupt them when in country places, but all 
such attempts had been overruled for good, They 
have procured through the aid of the gentleman 
alluded to above, a permit from the Minister of 
State, with the government seal attached, granting 
authority to sell the Holy Scriptures in all lan- 
guages, throughout the republic, and requiring 
that no hindrance be placed in their way. 
GERMANY.--We have gratifying accounts from 
Germany. The Rey. Dr. Jacoby writes us: “We 
feel under great obligations to your Society for 
helping us so efficiently to carry on this great and 
most important Cause. A new field has opened 
itself to us. We have sent since New Year about 
500 copies of the Scriptures to Paris, for the 
Germans in this large city.

HINTS FOR THE JUBILEE OBSERVANCE. 

The ancient Jubilee of the Jews was an occasion 
of great religious joy, thanksgiving, rest, and prepa- 
ration for the next half century. Such be our 
observance of the Jubilee year of the American 
Bible Society. To give character-to the work of 
the Fiftieth year, the Board of Managers propose 
four specific and great objects for our Christian 
enterprise, viz.: The preparation of 

1. The Arabic Scriptures for the Old World; 

2. The Spanish Scriptures, which will mostly 
circulate in Spanish American countries in the 
New World. - 

' 8. The supply of the freed people; and 

4. The supply of the whole South. 

These are noble objects—any one of which sepa- 
rately would command the attention and support 
of the Christian public. Now, Providence enables 
us to present them all together, covering the world 
with their benevolent influences, 

We propose to raise no special Jubilee funy but 
our friends can select either of these objects for 


their specific contributions, which will be sacredly 
applied as requested by the donors. 

For each one we ask your sympathy, your pray- 
ers, your commendation, and your generous gifts. 

We trust that our auxiliaries, at their anniver- 
sary meetings, will give due prominence to these 
points. It is also respectfully suggested that each 
of these anniversary meetings should be turned 
into a little Jubilee, in which particular reference 
shall be had to the Bible and the Bible cause 
during the last fifty years, and especially to the 
favour which God has shown to the American 
Bible Society during the half century of its mem- 
orable life. These will furnish fine themes for 
sermons, addresses, and reports, and large motives 
for increasing activity in the Cause. 

There is peculiar significance in the fact that 
our year of Jubilee is that of returning peace to 
our country. Almost without exception, the na- 
tions of the earth are once more at peace. For our 
own country we repeat the admirable language so 
fervently uttered by the venerable Dr. De Witt at 
the last anniversary—and may the end of this year 
be better than its beginning: 

Now, Siz, it is this Gospel that is the great legacy 
that is committed to us. It is under its influence 
that this nation has been reared. Faithless shall 
we be to our high trust if we do not take that 
Gospel to our hearts and in our hands, and open 
our treasures and spread it far and wide. On the 
occasion of the ancient jubilee bonds were broken, 
deliverance to the captive proclaimed, and_herit- 
ages restored. In our country the bonds are 
broken, but what is the heritage to be restored ? 
It is the Gospel. That comes to us with higher 
claims and dearer reminiscences. Since the South 
has been rendered desolate, I trust that now a new 
moral and physical renovation will extend over 
that region, and in due time cause it to blossom 
as the rose. May the reunion of the States be the 
year of Jubilee to this Bible Society. The trust is 
in your hands. Spread it abroad, and let your 
heritage be the heritage of our land and of the 
world.

CHEERING FACTS FROM THE SOUTH.—_OUR WORK 
THERE, 

The extracts from our Southern correspondence, 
which are given in this number of the Record, 
encourage the hope that the work of the American 
Bible Society wilk soon be placed upon a perma- 
nent basis throughout that whole region. Appli- 
cations haye been received from a number of 
Southern clergymen for agencies in every Southern 
State. Some of these were formerly engaged in 
the service of the Society, others are men occupy- 
ing prominent positions in Baptist, Methodist, and 
Presbyterian denominations. During the past 
month, the largest part of our correspondence and. 
personal interviews has been with men from the 
South. They generally agree in representing the 
distressed condition of the population, their almost 
incredible destitution of the oe Scriptures, their 
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anxiety for a re-supply, their readiness to co-operate 
in the plans of the American Bible Society, the 
necessity for the speedy resumption of its labours 
and extension of its power over their whole coun- 
try, and their conviction that it is the only Insti- 
tution of the kind that can successfully meet this 
great emergency. The exceptions to these views 
come only from those who have been the most 
bitter opposers of the North and of the Union. 
But we have good reason for believing the earnest 
assurances of those whose extensive acquaintance 
and prominent positions entitle them to judge, 
that these extremists do not truly represent the 
real sentiment of the Southern people—nine-tenths 
of whom, it is declared, stand ready to welcome 
the old Bible Society, with which in former times 
they were happily connected. These friends of 
the Cause also declare that a liberal policy pur- 
sued by this Institution will be of untold value in 
reconciling feeling and in promoting the best in- 
terests of the Church and the State. They say also 
that they see no need for more than this one great 
national and catholic Bible Society, and therefore 
mean to throw their influence into it. These are 
cheering indications, to which every month is 
adding new weight. 

The action of the Bible committees at Newbern, 
Beaufort, and Raleigh, in Nerth Carolina, which 
are composed of Southern men, is especially sig- 
nificant of good feeling and of prospective influence. 
Their example will tell powerfully upon the good 
Cause. Our new Agent for South Carolina and 
Georgia, Rev. E. A. Bolles, has made a fair be- 
ginning of his work. Before the Fall season has 
far advanced, we hope to have our agency system 
in full operation throughout the South. The ap- 
peals for Bibles and Testaments contain strange 
revelations of the actual state of things. Libraries 
were among the first objects of attack and de- 
struction, or rather of dispersion, by the armies, 
The soldiers would break up a large collection of 
books in a few minutes, each man helping himself 
to such volumes as he fancied. The churches, 
Sunday schools, and families of the South were 
often stripped of small Bibles, Testaments, and 
hymn books, to supply the Confederate armies. 
For this purpose appeals were made from the 
pulpits and through the press, and were more than 
generously responded to, The pastor of a large 
Baptist church in North Carolina, numbering over 
three hundred members, and also of a coloured 
church of the same size, told the writer that he 
did not believe there were left in his whole church 
five hymn books, nor more than twenty small 
Bibles. All the rest had been sent to the army. 
One of our correspondents, whose letter is quoted 
in this number of the Record, tells us that even 
the little Sabbath schools in the gorges of the 
Blue Ridge had been thus stripped of the Word 
of God, for the sake of the soldiers. 


It is impossible not to admire the self-denial 
implied in such facts, nor to pity the desolations 
thus made by war. Similar statements have 
reached us from other parts of the South. These 
are some of the wastes which we are to repair. 
And we are most happy to believe that the Ameri- 
can Bible Society, by its course towards the 
South during the war, and by its present atti- 
tude, may become the instrument of an all-wise 
Providence for accomplishing a work of great 
usefulness throughout the Southern States. In 
their present disturbed condition, and the poverty 
and desolation left in the track of war, our work 
must for some time be one of large expenditure and 
discriminating benevolence. Money is so scarce 
that we have even heard of cases in which men, 
formerly wealthy, have been obliged to give their 
notes for railroad fare, upon comparatively short 
journeys. We do not expect immediate nor speedy 
pecuniary returns; but we do anticipate a great 
and increasing work, whose best rewards will 
come in the future, by the blessing of God. We 
therefore appeal to all friends of the Bible, and of 
our country, to give us their liberal aid for these 
noble objects, which involve no change in the 
principles or policy of the Society, but simply their 
expansive application to existing circumstances. 
“Men of Israel, help !” 


THE BIBLE CAUSE IN THE NORTHWEST. 

A recent rapid trip to Minnesota developed 
many encouraging facts in the progress and pros- 
pects of the Bible cause in the great and growing 
States of the Northwest. Our co-labourers in the 
agency, with twelve of whom it. was our privilege 
to confer during the journey, are working with 
increasing success; many auxiliaries are moving 
forward with enterprising zeal, and the friends of 
the Word of God are rallying nobly for its dif- 
fusion. In Michigan, Iowa, Wisconsin, Minnesota 
—as in Illinois, Indiana, and Ohio—the observance 
of our year of Jubilee is eliciting great interest and 
active co-operation in the special objects of beneyo- 
lent enterprise to which the Board of Managers 
have invited the attention of the people of the 
United States. The anniversary of the Minnesota 
State Bible Society, which was held at Lake City, 
July 18th, was an occasion of remarkable interest. 
Representatives of the Bible cause were present 
from various parts of the State. Judges and law- 
yers, physicians and clergymen, active business 
men and warm-hearted Christian ladies, crowded 
the Congregational church literally to overflowing, 
for many went away unable to obtain places within, 
while many others stood at the windows, outside 
of the building, throughout the exercises. The 
State Sunday School Convention, which by a happy 


| arrangement also held its sessions there, at the 


same time, gave additional numbers and interest 
to this anniversary. It was our privilege to ad- 
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dress this convention on the next day. There was 
a glowing spirit in these meetings, which has taken 
shape in plans of active operations throughout the 
State during this new year. It was a great pleas- 
ure to the writer, as the representative of the 
Parent Society, to meet so many intelligent and 
earnest friends of the Cause, and to solicit their 
co-operation in our Jubilee work. We shall count 
upon a large success in Minnesota during the year, 
under the direction of the State Society, and the 
labours of our excellent Agent, Rev. M. N. Adams, 
and his assistant, Rev. W. P. Kingsbury, whom 
the Minnesota Bible Society have resolved to em- 
ploy for the more efficient cultivation of their 
promising field. 

At Milwaukee it was our privilege to present the 
Bible cause before large and intelligent Sabbath 
audiences in the Plymouth Congregational Church, 
and also to introduce our new Agent for Wisconsin, 
Rey. Samuel Reynolds, to the Christian public of 
that State in its chief city. Mr. R. has had several 
years of successful experience as assistant Agent in 
Illinois. We trust that under his administration 
Wisconsin will take her rightful place in the ranks 
of the young States that sustain the Bible cause. 

In Michigan, the work is advancing finely, 
under the superintendence of the .Rev. John 
Hinton, whose previous experience as an assistant 
Agent in Illinois has prepared him for the emer- 
gencies of the large field which we have confided 
to his care. The same remark applies as well to 
the work in Northern Indiana, which is in charge 
of the Rey. John Thompson, another of the band 
of assistants, whom the Board have called to dis- 
trict agencies of the largest class. While there 
are great fields to be subsoiled and much fallow 
ground to be broken up; while the trials of the 
crisis of the country must inevitably affect our 
work, more or less, we have returned to the Bible 
House with more encouragement and deeper con- 
victions of the value of the operations of the 
American Bible Society in that vast region, than 
we ever before entertained. The field only needs 
to be thoroughly worked to yield~abundant har- 
vests. Every dollar wisely expended there will 
produce a hundredfold for our whole country, 
and for the world. It was with great regret that 
we were obliged to forego the pleasure of visiting 
Iowa, where the work is advancing with rapid 
strides under the vigilant care of the Rev. D. E. 
Jones and his diligent co-labourers, Our next

BIBLE WORK ON GRAND ISLAND. 
Grand Island is located in Niagara River, about 
midway between Buffalo and Niagara Falls, and 
has an extent of fourteen miles in length by seven 


in extreme breadth. It embraces a scattered 
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population of about two thousand. The inhabit- 
ants, though mainly Protestant in their preferences, 
have been without a pastor and without a church, 
Recently, a missionary pastor has been called, four 
mission Sunday schools opened, and the erection 
of a house of worship commenced. 

The scarcity of Bibles and Testaments being 
indicated, on the 11th of June a series of Bible 
meetings, under the supervision of our Agent for 
the Western New York district, was held on the 
island, for the purpose of awakening an interest in 
the general subject of the circulation of the Scrip- 
tures, and of securing a thorough canvass and 
supply of the island. The meetings were well 
attended, and resulted in the organization of a 
branch Bible society, with efficient officers, the 
sub-districting the whole island for the convenience 
of canvass, and the appointment of eight unpaid 
local agents, who will immediately enter upon the 
work of visitation. Preliminary arrangements 
were made for the establishment of a depository, 
and a subscription opened to secure funds imme- 
diately, for the purchase of the necessary books. 

One of the meetings, held in a dog hovel, was 
composed almost exclusively of freedmen, some of 
whose families were so destitute a week previous, 
that the children, varying in age from infancy to 
fourteen years, had scarcely a patch of clothing to 
hide their nakedness. Suitable garments were 
furnished by the missionary, and our Agent made 
provision for the supply of both parents and 
children with the Scriptures. Their gratitude for 
the supply was affectingly earnest, and their 
thanks were expressed in tears. During the meet- 
ing four of the adult freedmen arose, requesting 
immediate prayer in their behalf, and in a special 
prayer season held before the audience separated, 
they sought most humbly and devoutly the Divine 
blessing. How preciousis the work of supplying 
the humblest of our Father’s disciples with the 
exhortations and promises of his sacred Word!

We ‘have 
recently sent Bibles and Testaments far into North 
Carolina for this purpose. 

A gentleman from Roanoke County writes: 
“Our community sent to the army every Testa- 
ment and Bible that could be spared; and we now 
need a supply very much.” 

Last Sabbath I was far up among the ravines of 
the mountains that run out from the Blue Ridge, 
and found that eyen in that solitary place the 
Bibles of the Sabbath schools had been “ borrowed” 
Sor Confederate hospitals,

operations in Virginia, that the facilities which we 
now have for supplying both white and coloured 
schools, will in no wise be interrupted.

This Society has recently appointed the Rev. E. 
A. Bolles its Agent for South Carolina and Georgia ; 
and statements have already been received from 
him of a very encouraging character, in connexion 
with our work in his field. In relation to South 
Carolina, he informs us, in a letter just received 
from him, that he has organized a Bible committee 
in the city of Charleston, consisting of five promi- 
nent business laymen, of different denominations, 
who wish to co-operate cordially with this Insti- 
tution; and that he has also established Bible 
committees of a very hopeful character in Orange- 
burg and Summerville in the same State. Two of 
these committees have already sent on their orders 


for Bibles and Testaments for distribution in their 
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fields; and all of them have entered, with energy, | 


upon their work. 

Mr. Bolles preached in behalf of the Bible cause 
fifteen times in South Carolina during the past 
month; and it is his intention to visit the promi- 
nent points in the State of Georgia at an early day. 


DIFFICULTY OF RE-ORGANIZING THE BIBLE 
WORK AT THE SOUTH, 

The American Bible Society recently made a 
grant of Bibles and Testaments for distribution in 
Atlanta, Georgia, and vicinity; and a letter has 
been received from that place, bearing date of the 
10th of July, making this painful announcement : 

The donation of Bibles and Testaments sent to 
us came to hand a few days ago. I had not an- 
ticipated much difficulty in getting up a society 
to accept of them, and place them in the hands of 
the destitute; but upon looking round, J could 
Jind no white citizen here-who was willing to risk his 
reputation, in the present excited condition of 
society, by uniting himself in any concurrent effort 
to circulate the Word of Life as printed and 
sent out by the people of the North. In these 
circumstances, I called together Rev. Allen M. 
Shiner, William Mann, and Charles F. Crane, of 
the 4th Iowa cavalry; Rev. J. W. Latham, of the 
3d Iowa cavalry, and Duncan Minon, a coloured 
man residing here; and these six persons, with 
myself, were organized into a missionary society 
of the M. E. Church, to take charge of the books 
and scatter them among the people.

THE DAKOTA INDIANS. 

At the request of the A. B, C. F. M. our Board 
last year printed the New Testament in the Dakota 
language, and made a grant of the books for the 
benefit of that people. We have recently been 
gratified with the following letter from the mis- 
sionary, the Rey. 8. R. Riggs, showing how the 
books were received, and giving encouraging 
hope of their usefulness. 

rh) SaInT ANTHONY, MInN., July $25, 1865. 

My Dear Srr:—I have just returned from a 
visit to the Dakota prisoners at Davenport, Iowa. 
The box of Dakota Testaments sent from the Bible 
House reached there in good time. 

I found the prisoners in possession of more 
money than usual. They are most of them dili- 
gently at work, in beads or muscle-shells. Of the 
latter they make various trinkets, such as rings, 
hatchets, crosses, fishes, leaves, eagles. For these 
they find a ready sale, Every day there are many 
visiters to the prison. And for a few months past 
the returning Iowa regiments have been paid off 
at that place. This has greatly increased the de- 
mand for muscle-shell ornaments, In this state of 
their finances, I concluded that it was best to put 
the books on sale. The calf and morocco bound 
books I put at the whole cost, and the common 
binding at twenty-five cents each, It was a perfect 
success, The first day all the best bound books 
were gone. Some had paid for them beforehand. 
Including these I sold about eighty copies, realizing 
about jifty dollars. Afterwards, I gave away about 
forty to those who had no money and needed the 
books, I enclose twenty dollars, which makes up 
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$100. That was the extent of my expectations ; but 
we shall domore, The box sent to Dr. Williamson 
will realize among the scouts thirty or forty dollars, 
besides the freight. In all respects, I think we 
shall be able to give a good account of this edition. 
It will only supply the first demand.

Our teacher, Dewitt C. Jencks, of Savannah, 
Ga., writes us under date of July 13th: “All our 
scholars who can read sufficiently well, read Scrip- 
tures and hymns. Their voices, intended to be 
earnest and solemn, are really so. If you want to 
hear an impressive reading of God’s Word, I would 
have you listen to some of my scholars, as with 
reverent voice, spelling the hard words, they read 
intelligently the sacred page, which a short time 
since was as unintelligible to them as a Chinese 
parchment would be to-day. Some assume what 
they think a ministerial accent and tone, and read 
as if they stood preaching to the great congre- 
gation.”

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 

The stated meeting of the Managers was held at 
the Bible House, Astor Place, on Thursday, the 3d 
inst., at half-past three P. M.; Wm. Whitlock, Jr., 
Esq., one of the Vice Presidents, in the chair, as- 
sisted by Frederick Winston, Esq., Vice President. 

The Rey. Dr. Van Dyck, of Beirut, read the 
twelfth chapter of Jeremiah, and offered prayer. 

Three new auxiliaries were recognized: one in 
Kansas, one in Iowa, and one in Michigan. 

Communications were received trom Rev. 8. R. 
Riggs, St. Anthony, giving an interesting account 
of the distribution of the New Testament among 
the Dakota Indians; from Mr. Andrew M. Milne, 
Monte Video, stating his success in the Bible work 
in the Argentine Confederation; from Rey. I. G. 
Bliss, Constantinople, showing the need of the 
Slavic and Bulgarian Testament; from Rey. Dr. 
Bergne, London, in regard to making plates of the 
Arabic Scriptures. 

Interesting remarks were made by Rev. Dr. Van 
Dyck, recently arrived from Beirut, on the sub- 
ject of the Arabic Scriptures, and presenting an 
elegant 8yo Bible, and also a portion of the 
Gospel by John, in raised letters for the Blind, 
both printed at the Mission press in Beirut; and 
also two gold coins, exceedingly rare, of the time 


of Alexander the Great, being upwards of 2,200 | 


years old, given to aid in meeting the expense of 
the Arabic Scriptures. They are for sale, 
Remarks were also made by the Rev. Wm. H. 
Gilbert, as to his labours in Virginia and North 
Carolina, where he organized several Bible com- 
mittees. 
Grants of books were made to the Presbyterian 
Board of Publication ; to the United States Chris- 


tian Commission, for the West and for New 
Orleans; for U. 8. hospitals at Elmira; to the 
Seamen’s Bethel at Providence, R. I.; to the Bible 
Committee at Petersburg, Va.; and for several 
places at the South, in Huntsville (Ala.), North 
Columbia (8. C.), and Richmond (Va.) Some 
smaller grants were made, and eighteen volumes 
in raised letters for the Blind. 

Further measures were taken towards the obsery- 
ance of the Society’s Jubilee, and in regard to a 
course of sermons to be delivered in reference to it 
the coming Fall and Winter. 

The receipts for July were $37,638 83; the is- 
sues, 68,552 volumes. 


THE ARABIC BIBLE. 

The reader will have perceived that the Rey. Dr. 
Van Dyck has arrived from Beirut, to superintend 
the electrotyping of the Arabic Scriptures. He 
brings with him as his assistants his son and a 
native, both well skilled in the language, and ca- 
pable compositors and proof readers. With his 
characteristic energy, the doctor has already en- 
tered upon the work. 

As our patrons and friends feel a deep interest 
in this work, and especially in the accuracy and 
trustworthiness of the translation, they will be 
gratified in receiving the following testimony to 
it from an unexpected source. 


From the Jewish paper called Hamagid, published at Lyck, May 
24, 1865.

TRANSLATION. : 

Oriental scholars, and especially those acquaint- 
ed with the Arabic language, are informed that 
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the Books of the Law, Prophets, and Hagiographa 
may be had in one volume, just published, trans- 
lated into the Arabic by the labours of two distin- 
guished Christian doctors: the first, the Rey. Dr. 
Eli Smith, and the second, that friend of Israel, 
Dr. Van Dyck; and these two doctors have trans- 
lated the Law, Prophets, and Hagiographa ac- 
cording to the niceties of the Arabic language, 
and have done great honour to our most holy 
Law. The abovementioned doctors have spent 
seventeen years in the work of translation, and 
they have searched and removed all the errors of 
the old translations both as regards intricacy of 
expression and nakedness of meaning. These two 
doctors are themselves well versed in the sacred 
tongue and its niceties, and they have taken great 
pains in their translation to conform in every word 
to the K’ri and K’tibh and accents, and they have 
also been very careful to conform the Arabic to the 
correct Hebrew reading; and all great rabbins 
versed in the Arabic language testify that the 
translation of these two doctors is superior to all 
‘existing translations of the sacred Scriptures.

What a respon- 
sibility rests upon us in connexion with the supply of 
the desolated South with the Word of Life! God grant 
that we may not lack the means to enter hopefully into 
this vast field, so white for the harvest!” 

Mr. Witi1am GuILp, of RHopE IsLAND, reports the 
formation of a large and very promising Bible deposit- 
ory in the town of Woonsocket; and gives us other 
evidences of the progress of our Cause in various parts 
of his field. 

Ray. Moses W. Stapies, of NorTHERN New YORK, 
is prosecuting his work with very gratifying efficiency 
and success. Our friends in his field are rallying around 
him with great cordiality and earnestness; and his 
agency promises to be one of yery distinguished use- 
fulness. 

Rev. J. B. RICHARDSON, of CENTRAL NEw YORK, says: 
“The Bible cause in my field is welcomed by warm 
hearts and liberal hands wherever it is presented, so 
that it has come to be a pleasure to write, talk, and 
preach in its behalf.” 

Rey. W. H. DePuy, of Western New York, states, 
that Mr. Z. Whittlesey, formerly Agent of the Society in 
Eastern New York, and now assistant Agent in his field, 
has been successfully prosecuting the Bible work in the 
county of Monroe, and in the city of Rochester. The 
anniversaries of the auxiliaries, which were held during 
the month, he says, “were unusually well attended, 
spirited, and promising of good results.”

Mr. Lord is taking active measures to have his 
splendid field do its full share of liberal co-operation 
with this Institution during this its Jubilee year. 

Rey. Epmunp Wricut, of Missouri, writes: “In 
some of the counties in my field, the ravages of war are 
sadly perceptible, and it is especially sorrowful to wit- 
ness the entire or the partial ruin of so many Christian 
churches, while so many others of them remain closed, 
except for occasional services, In the villages, however, 
there is a more manifest turning of the public mind to 
religious matters, while many Sabbath schools are being 
organized for the summer in country places, and in this 
way a demand is created for a better supply of Bibles 
and Testaments.”

The principal of- 
ficers of the socicty were re-elected, An increase of 
receipts was reported by the treasurer, and a favourable 
condition of the depository indicated. The important 
work of reorganizing the entire Bible work in the 
county, with a view to its greater efficiency, was con- 
sidered, and referred, for final action, to the officers and 
executive committee, who are soon to hold a meeting 
for the purpose. All present seemed to be resolved to 
make the coming year one of much greater activity in 
Bible Jabours. 

ORANGE County Briste SocimtTy held its last an- 
niversary on the 18th of June, when the Parent In- 
stitution was represented by the Rey. Samuel H. Hall, 
D.D. The society is still very prosperous and efficient ; 
and enjoying, in a remarkable degree, the confidence 
and interest of the Christian community. During the 
ensuing year it has resolved to supply all the hotels 
within its bounds with copies of the Seriptures.
